Regarding claim 1 , Applicant essentially argues that there is no nexus between Jamzadeh '348, which discloses framing an image in 
accordance with dominant color(s), and Jamzadeh '578, which discloses determining the category of an image based on the dominant 
color(s) in the image. Applicant asserts that Jamzadeh '348 does not categorize the image and therefore, there is no motivation to 
combine the two references to achieve the claimed invention. Examiner disagrees. 

Jamzadeh '348 frames the image based on the dominant color(s) in the image. The dominant colors indicate what type of image is to be 
framed - a greenish image, or a more yellow image, or a mostly reddish image, etc. These are essentially "categories" of images, and the 
category is determined by the dominant color or colors present in the image. Jamzadeh '578 is relied upon for the express teaching that 
dominant colors indicate image categories - i.e. a greenish image is indicative of trees, a light blue image is indicative of the clear sky, a 
white image is indicative of clouds or snow, etc. - and for teaching the steps of how to determine the category of an image, viz. the 
claimed analyzing, independently analyzing, collectively analyzing, and (second) analyzing steps. While Jamzadeh '348 does not explicitl 
state that the dominant color of an image categorizes the image, it can be interpreted as such. And Jamzadeh '578 clearly shows that the 
dominant color of an image indicates the category of the image. So there is a strong connection between the dominant color(s) of an 
image and image categories, where such categories are the basis for framing an image, as well-taught by Jamzadeh '348. 
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
